The verdict was reached after a 
short session, at which the 
witness was Building Conimissioner 
Edward i. Christopher, and sup- 
plementary to the session held Sat- 
urday, whén seven employes of the 
gas company and one customer 
testified. 

Althéugh engineering experts in 
the gas company’s employ have 
“made an examination of the base- 
ment wreckage, none of these 
perts, and no official of the com- 
pany, was‘callied te testify. Nor 
#was the testimony of the two sur- 
vivors closest to the scene of the 
blast obtained. These men are in 
the City Hospital, and were unable 
to attend the inquest, but reporters 
got statenients from them. What 
they said to reporters § indicated 
that two of the men who were 
killed in the basement were trying, 

at the time, to shut off the gas 
W, just then exploded. 

— No Official Explanation, 

The gas company stated today. in 
answer to an inquiry, that it stiil. 
has no official explanation of the 
disaster to offer. 

A report of Director of Public 
Safety Brod to Mayor Miller, giving 
the director’s conclusions, has not 
been made public, but !s believed

Patrick's View ‘“Unsound.’’ 

The general staff also was said 
to view as “unsound” the proposal 
for a separate corps within the 
army, urged by Gen. Patrick as a 
step looking to creation of the de- 
rense department. 

Asserting that “air units are es- 
sential to any army and must be 
an integral part thereof,’ Gen. 
Drum added that “we must not be 
blinded to sacrifices of the Ameri- 
can “doughboy.” 

“The prance of horses,” he con- 
tinued, ‘the booms of cannon and 
the whirl of airplane propelers ecan- 
not replacethe dogged determina- 
tion, the ‘will to win’ of the Amer- 
ican infantryman. The mechanle- 
cal device can never replace the 
mental, moral and physica] quali- 
ties of man.” 

Discusing the “balanced army,” 
the General declared, “every 
branch of the army desires eddi- 
tional funds for efficient prepara- 
tion for war.” 

“The air service {s no worse 
off,” he added, “than the [fnfantry, 
cavalry and other branches of the 
army, in matters relating to pro- 
motion, housing, ration allowances 
and lack of funds with which to 
purchase material. 

“Gen. Patrick claims that~ the 
War Department has not realized 
the full importance of the air arm 
and regards its air service as a 
‘step-child.” The air service in the 
United States regular army i!s 
given greater relative strength 
than in the military peace organi- 
zation of any other country of mil- 
itary importance, except possibly 
Great Britain, whose geographical 
and political position warrants sfe- 
cial air strength. 

Appropriations Cited. 

“In comparison, the air service 
has had its appropriations  in- 
creased in the last two years to a 
larger extent than any branch of 
the army.

physiotherapeutic convention. 

Vitamin A deficiencies lead to 
kidney infections and Bright’s dis- 
ease, Dr. Donnelly said. Patients 
with kidney trouble thus are bene- 
fited by going to such states. “Be- 
cause the prevailing winds are 
from’ the Pacific Ocean, and free 
from dust, the clear atmosphere 
allows the ultra-violet light’ to 
reach California in great abun- 
dance, As the winds pass east 
over the desert they absorb dust. 
Florida, with its long stretch of 
sea coast, has this same quality 
in its sunlight.”
